Does a “generation gap” realiv ex ist? 
This ploy of the New Left and of some 
sheepish adu lts has been taken as an 
article of faith for some time by the 
commu nications media. Bu t all the su r­ 
v ey s show that it does not ex ist. There 
is a gap separating v ariou s grou ps of the 
citizenry , bu t age is not the operativ e 
factor in creating it. 


The situ ation is discu ssed, analy zed, 
and brou ght into rational perspectiv e by 


plain that y ou thfu l collegians v eer to the 
Left not becau se they are y ou ng bu t be­ 
cau se they are collegiate.” And he right­ 
ly conclu des that it is the su bjection of 
y ou ng people to the brainwashing of col­ 
lege facu lties that “has been decisiv e in 
produ cing the cu rrent wav e of leftist 
abberration.” 
Bu t if it is reassu ring to know that, 
as the Su rv ey Research Center report 
notes, the collegiate leftists are “nu mer­ 
al. Stanton Ev ans in the cu rrent National 
icaI1y swamped” by the non-collegiates, 
Rev iew Bu lletin. Mr. Ev ans is a cogent 
and dispassionate writer, one of the most 
brilliant that the conserv ativ e mov ement 
has produ ced. He draws his ev idence 
from the findings of the Su rv ey Research 
Center at the Univ ersity of Michigan and 
in the researches of a fact-finding organ­ 
ization, Daniel Yankelov ich, Inc., of New 
York. 


“The real conflict in America, these 
su rv ey s make clear, is between ideolo­ 
gies, not birth certificates, and the major 
div iding line is the bou ndary of the col­ 
lege campu s.” Mr. Ev ans writes. “The 
illu sion of a battle-roy al between age 
grou ps Is created by comparing y ou thfu l 
leftist opinion inside the campu s with 
adu lt non-leftist opinion ou tside it. This 
ignores the fact that y ou thfu l opinion 
ou tside the campu s is itself qu ite con­ 
serv ativ e—in some respects mu ch more 
so than adu lt society —while adu lt opin­ 
ion on the campu s is markedly to the 
Left.” 


The idea then that a y ou ng America 
wou ld sweep the cou ntry into rev olu tion 
has no fou ndation. The Yankelov ich su r­ 
v ey showed that the gap ex isted, with 
bu siness ex ecu tiv es and college radicals 
on the one side and the mass of non­ 
college y ou th on the other. That the 
bu siness commu nity is increasingly dom­ 
inated in its thinking and its attitu des 
by the academic commu nity —and is it­ 
self college-trained—ex plains what other­ 
wise might seem paradox ical. The Su r­ 
v ey Research Center report fou nd a 
wide cleav age in v iews between the 
y ou ng people on campu s or recently off 
it and the mass of blu e-collar workers 
who were “appalled by the collapse of 
patriotism and respect for law in this 
cou ntry . 


there is still cau se for considerable 
alarm. It is the college-trained who take 
ov er the jobs in gov ernment, who ru n 
the mass media, and who mov e into the 
managerial class. They are therefore in 
control of three v ital elements of Ameri­ 
can society —and an ev ening watching 
the TV news broadcasts on the major 
networks shows ju st what they hav e done 
with that control. To watch TV, one 
wou ld believ e that most of the United 
States is engaged in su bv ersion, riot, and 
defiance of society and law. Ev ery ev e­ 
ning. a parade of agitators is giv en prec­ 
iou s air time, while the news of the 
world is forgotten. 
Stan Ev ans makes this point, too. 
“ The cliche that ou r colleges and u niv er­ 
sities are training fu tu re leaders is, in 
considerable measu re, tru e, and the po­ 
litical lobotomv being performed (on the 
campu s) with lectern and tex tbook can 
hardly be cau se for rejoicing.” he writes. 
“ If the attitu de su rv ey s su ggest any thing, 
it is the u rgent need to clean u p the mess 
that goes by the name of ‘higher edu ca­ 
tion’ in America.” 
The spectacle of a grou p of deans and 
u niv ersity administrators at the Ameri­ 
can Cou ncil of Edu cation giv ing a stand­ 
ing ov ation to a New Left speaker who 
had u rged the right of‘stu dents to take 
ov er bu ildings and manhandle deans is 
a case in point. The academic commu nity 
today has su rrendered its right and du ty 
to teach. It encou rages the rioters and 
demonstrators, battling those few of­ 
ficials who want to restore the American 
campu s to its position as a seat of 
learning. The men who tomorrow will be 
sitting in Congress are today learning 
abou t rev olu tion on the campu ses. That 
is, if the non-collegiate y ou th allows it­ 
self to be led by the nose. Unless the 
adu lt world begins to straighten ou t the
